Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Euro-Snatch #2 The True Sluts of Germany! 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick entitled Euro-Snatch #2 The True Sluts of Germany! is not approved. The video 
slick features images and text that strongly degrade and dehumanise females by presenting them 
as sexually promiscuous and socially inferior. The use of the words ‘snatch’ and ‘sluts’ in the title 
immediately present females in a highly derogatory light. Females are depicted with their mouths 
wide open and their faces framed by more than one penis. Images of explicitly depicted sexual 
activity that focus upon females reinforce the notion of women as constantly sexually available. 

In view of the extent and degree to which the video slick degrades and dehumanises females, the 
Classification Office finds that the availability of the video slick is likely to be injurious to the public 
good. Consequently the video slick would be likely to be classified as objectionable if it were 
submitted for classification. Therefore in accordance with regulation 28(3)(a) the video slick is not 
approved. The Classification Office considers this a reasonable limit upon freedom of expression, 
as outlined in s5 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990.
